JUDGE GIVES SERIAL 
CHILD MOLESTER 
30 TO GO YEARS

BELLEFONTE, Pa. Former Pennsylvania State University football coach 
Jerry Sandusky was ordered Tuesday to spend at least 30 years in prison 
for sexually abusing at-risk boys for more than a decade, a sentence 
likely to keep him behind bars until he dies. 

Defiantly maintaining his innocence, the 68-year-old retired defen- 
sive coordinator listened as several of his victims recounted their pain 
to the packed courtroom. Then, he told the court: “I did not do these 
alleged disgusting acts.” 

Sandusky stood motionless in a red prison jumpsuit, his back to the 
courtroom audience and his wife, Dottie, while Judge John Cleland 
handed down the 30- to 60- year sentence. It would make him at least 
98 years old before being eligible for parole. 

“Your crime is not only what you did to their bodies, but your as- 
sault on their psyche and their souls,” Cleland told him at the hearing 
in Centre County Court. “The tragedy of this story is it is a story of 
betrayal. Some of your victims had a genuine affection for you. 

“It is precisely that ability to conceal those vices from yourself and 
everyone else that in my view makes you dangerous,” he said. 

Sandusky was convicted in June on 45 counts of child sex abuse for 
molesting 10 boys over 15 years, some in the football team’s showers 
on campus. 

His victims accused him of fondling and oral and anal abuse. One re- 
called screaming in vain for help in the basement of Sandusky’s home. 

The scandal shined a light on the devastating issue of child sexual 
abuse and raised pointed questions about the motivation of people 
who knew about Sandusky’s behavior but failed for years to report a 
top coach vital to building Penn State’s successful and lucrative foot- 
ball program. 

The decision to cast a blind eye toward Sandusky has led to harsh 
consequences for Penn State. Its football program has been penalized, 
officials have lost jobs or face criminal charges; and the legacy of Joe Pa- 
terno, once a beloved, towering figure in college sports, has been deeply 
tarnished. The school also faces several costly lawsuits by victims.

GAME ON? 


12-hour geek marathons are on the decline as new 
types of gamers pick up a controller—or smartphone

Brad Stephenson spent many of his days at 
DePaul in front of his PC gaming battle sta- 
tion. For 10 hours at a time, he switched be- 
tween three monitors on separate computers 
playing the massive, multiplayer game Ever- 
quest. He paid $12 a month for each of his 
accounts. 

Now, the 33-year-old from West Ridge is 
lucky if he fits in two hours of Xbox a day. 

“People like me are growing up and don’t 
have much time to dedicate to [gaming] any- 
more,” he said. 

The lifestyle of a “core gamer”—defined 
by market research company NPD Group as 
someone who plays an average of 15 hours a 
week—is a thing of Stephenson’s past. He’s 
dropped out of the category the researcher 
says has fallen 2 percent over the last year. 

And he’s not the only one. The total num- 
ber of gamers fell 12 million nationally com- 
pared to 2011, with most categories of the 
estimated 211.5 million gamers in the United 
States on the decline. What’s causing the 
drop in players, many of whom grew up with 
the likes of Mario and Sonic? Are they grow- 
ing up? Endangered? Or just becoming harder 
to define? 

Scott Steinberg, CEO of video game con- 
sulting firm TechSavvy Global, said he doesn’t 
believe the “sky is falling” in the industry, and 
he actually doubts such a large drop off may 
have occurred. Instead, gamers are changing 
their habits and are outgrowing traditional 
definitions. 

“Gamers have not vanished or disappeared

below the average when it comes to 


or disintegrated. More people than ever are 
playing games,” he said. “Everyone wants to 
put them in neat little buckets, but the lines 
are blurring now more than ever.” 

He said it’s becoming trickier for compa- 
nies to track gamers. Many of the core gam- 
ers who used to spend most of their time on 
the console or PC are spreading their gaming 
time between platforms such as mobile and 
Internet, simply because of the variety of op- 
tions. Steinberg said he’s part of that group. 

Still, some gamers have seen their overall 
gaming decline. It’s a part of growing up. 

“Tm kind of dropping off now; I’ve been 
married for two years and the wife is not a 
fan,” said Robert Mancilla, 31, of Elmwood 
Park. He used to game as much as 12 hours 
per week, but now he only finds himself sit- 
ting in front of his Xbox to play sports or 
action-adventure games for about five hours 
each week. While his time behind the con- 
troller might not fit the mold of a core gamer, 
his spending habits do. NPD reports the av- 
erage core gamer has spent $65 over the past 
three months, more than any other market 
segment. Mancilla estimates he’s spent about 
$500 so far this year, typical of most of the 
years he’s been a gamer. 

“T don’t like saying that out loud, now that I 
think about it,” he said of his spending habits. 
But despite the hefty investment in gaming, 
he said, he doesn’t see money being the big- 
gest reason gamers are dropping off. Rather, 
it’s the variety of other digital distractions and 
life outside the console. 

“Tt’s family, career, bills,” he said. “Video 
games are probably roth on the list.”

While the core gamer might be on the 
downslide, not every category is dropping. 
In the last year, digital gamers and mobile 
gamers grew 4 percent and 9 percent, respec- 
tively. Mobile gamers, defined as those who 
use their phones as their primary entertain- 
ment outlet, have now outpaced core gamers, 
according to NPD. Digital gamers, who pri- 
marily focus on getting their games through 
downloads, have grown because of the im- 
mediate availability from digital distribution 
platforms like Steam, where games can be 
downloaded immediately without a physical 
purchase. 

That shift is true for Stephenson, who said 
he finds himself playing games he would nor- 
mally play on his Xbox at home on his Win- 
dows-based phone. 

“The barrier of entry to be a core gamer is 
not coming down,” he said, adding 
that hardware, games and sub- 
scription costs always exist 
for the traditional gamer, 
unlike cheaper, more 
casual alternatives. 
“And the causal gamer 
doesn’t have that.” 

Geoff Henao, 25, 
of Ravenswood, has 
thought a lot about 
declining gaming hab- 
its. He said he used to 
spend entire weekends 
playing PlayStation in 
junior high and high school.

But as he’s gotten older, he can’t find as much 
time to dedicate to it. He still buys games, but 
finds he has a backlog of unplayed titles in his 
collection. He said isn’t sure if he’ll ever com- 
pletely stop playing games, but it’s not a pos- 
sibility he’s ruled out. 

“T work a full-time job now, on my off days 
I’m even too tired to play games,” he said, 
adding that about three-quarters of the time 

he spends on his PlayStation 3 is reserved for 
watching movies on Netflix. 
For Stephenson, it’s a pastime 
that will never go away. It’s 
just not as important any- 
more. 
“Am I over the eight hour 
binges of gaming? Yes,” he 
said. “But I don’t think V’ll 
ever stop gaming.”

Cockroach-eating, 
contest under review

Acockroach-eating contest at Six Flags Great 
America was under review Tuesday following 
reports of a man collapsing after consuming 
roaches and worms in a Florida challenge. 
The Florida man reportedly died last week 
after consuming 
dozens of roaches 
and worms as part 
of a contest to win 
a python at a reptile 
store in Deerfield 
Beach, —_ according 
to Reuters. In re- 
sponse, Six Flags 
Great America will 
be reviewing a con- 
test scheduled for 
Friday while the 
amusement park 
chain reviews the 
competitions —_na- 
tionwide. Katy 
Enrique, commu- 
nications manager 
for Six Flags Great 
America in Gurnee, originally said the con- 
test scheduled for Friday had been canceled, 
but said Tuesday afternoon that official deter- 
mination would be made later in the week. 
“We are confident our eating contests are 
safe, as the insects we use are raised specifi- 
cally for human consumption,” Six Flags En- 
tertainment Corporation said in a statement. 
“Insects are considered a delicacy in many 
cultures; however, even though this appears 
to be an isolated incident, we are reviewing 


the eating contests at our parks to ensure we 
maintain a safe environment for our guests.” 

The contests have been held at Great 
America since 2006 as part of “Fright Fest,” 
an annual Halloween-themed event that this 
year runs through Oct. 28. The last contest in 
Gurnee was held in 2011. A Tribune story from 
last year quoted a 
park spokesperson 
as saying the com- 
petition was “back 
by popular demand” 
and also quoted a 
Lake County Health 
Department official 
who advised against 
eating the insects 
due to health con- 
cerns. Six Flags also 
held the same com- 
petition in 2008. 

The Six Flags 
Great America 
website touted the 
“Friday Night Feast” 
event through Tues- 
day afternoon, ask- 
ing patrons to “witness some of our ... daring 
guests race to finish live Adult Madagascar 
Hissing Cockroaches for the chance to win 
2013 Season Passes and more!” 

The cause of death in the Florida incident 
is pending an autopsy. Reuters reports Ed- 
ward Archbold, 32, fell ill shortly after con- 
suming dozens of roaches and worms and was 
later pronounced dead at a local hospital. No 
other contestants reported medical problems 
after the competition, Reuters reports.

Epicfree-fall 
postponed again 


ROSWELL, N.M. A skydiver’s 
historic free-fall from the 
stratosphere was called off 
Tuesday due to wind gusts 
that ruined the helium bal- 
loon set to hoist him to 
high altitude for the record- 
breaking attempt. 

Another attempt is not ex- 
pected before Thursday due 
to weather conditions. 

Felix Baumgartner is aim- 
ing to jump from a higher 
altitude than anyone ever 
has—120,000 feet (about 
23 miles), more than three 
times the cruising altitude 
of the average airliner—with 
nothing but a space suit, hel- 
met and parachute. 

He also hopes to be the 
first person to break the 
sound barrier in such a dive. 
At that altitude, the thin air 
provides so little resistance 
that after just 40 seconds, 
he is expected to be free- 
falling faster than 690 miles 
an hour. 

Organizers initially delayed 
the balloon launch Tuesday 
morning because of gusting 
winds, then tried to make it 
happen a few hours later at 
the Roswell launch site. 

However, as Baumgartner 
waited in the capsule to be 
carried up to high altitude, 
another wind gust whipped 


to make an unprecedented leap from the edge of space. It was 
postponed due to gusty winds.

Throw like a girl? That’s natural

There’s no way around it. I throw like a girl. 

A decade ago, in New York, a ball came 
flying over a fence just as I was passing by. 

A gaggle of fifth-graders was waiting for me 
to toss it back, and I had to go underhand. 
The squeal of brakes was my first indication 
that the ball had ended up behind me, in the 
middle of the street. The best I can say about 
this incident is no one got hurt. 

I know I’m not the only woman with that 
kind of story. As much as the expression 
grates, girls do, in general, throw like girls. 

Janet Hyde, a professor of psychology and 
women’s studies at the University of Wiscon- 
sin, has studied the gender gap across a broad 
spectrum of skills. She believes men and 
women aren't as different as they are often 
portrayed, and she has mined data to quan- 
tify the gap. Hyde found what she defined 
as a “very large” difference in only two skills: 
throwing velocity and throwing distance. 

The throwing gap has been researched for 
more than half a century, and the results have 
been consistent. 

According to Jerry Thomas, dean of the 
College of Education at the University of 
North Texas, “The overhand throwing gap, 
beginning at 4 years of age, is three times the 
difference of any other motor task, and it just 
gets bigger across age.” 

Studies of overhand ball throwing across 
cultures have found that prepubescent girls 
throw 51 to 69 percent of the distance that 
boys do, at 51 to 78 percent of the velocity. As 
they get older, the differences increase: One 
US. study found that girls ages 14-18 threw 
only 39 percent as far as boys (an average of 
about 75 feet versus about 192 feet). 

Thomas describes a skillful overhand 
throw as an uncoiling in three phases: step

Nothing wrong with that. 

“Law & Order” mastermind Dick Wolf 
doesn’t blaze any new trails with his latest ef- 
fort, but at least he’s getting out of the court- 
room and precinct house. Though there’s not 
anything particularly groundbreaking about 
“Chicago Fire,” Wolf and creators/writers 
Derek Haas and Michael Brandt are trying to 
stretch the procedural format with character- 
driven stories. Sometimes those stories even 
work, 

My real joy in watching, however, has 
been the Chicago locations. Having a sense 
of place is important to any drama like this, 
and “Fire” benefits from being filmed in and 
around the city. If you’re not all that into the 
fire-of-the-week action elements, you can 
play “Where was that filmed?” (Co-star Char- 
lie Barnett recently confirmed my suspicion 
that the eatery run by his character’s family 
is the now-shuttered Salt & Pepper Diner on 
Lincoln Avenue. I win the round!) 

But about those firefighters, rescue work- 
ers and paramedics ... Barnett’s character, 

a young firefighter candidate named Peter 
Mills, serves as the viewers’ entree into the 
fire station, much the way Noah Wyle’s 

Dr. John Carter once led viewers into the 
hospital of another Chicago-set NBC drama, 
“ER.” 

Pete, as he’s called by the new workmates 
who proceed to haze him, steps into a fire- 
house divided in Wednesday’s premiere. Lt.

Matthew Casey (Spencer), who is in charge 
of the firefighters, and Lt. Kelly Severide 
(Kinney), in charge of the rescue squad, 
blame each other for the loss of one of the 
firefighters. 

Their bickering throws such a pall over the 
fire house —which is filled with a diverse mix 
of beautiful young people (Monica Raymund 
and Lauren German), wise oldtimers (David 
Eigenberg and Christian Stolte) and jokers 
(Joe Minoso and Yuri Sardarov)—that Chief 
Wallace Boden (Eamonn Walker of “Oz”) has 
to shut them up. 

That’s quite a few characters, and those 
are just the ones at the fire station. Each has 
his or her own issues, from relationship and 
financial problems to the need to self-medi- 
cate in order to hide an injury. With so many 
subplots, along with the characters’ weekly 
displays of bravery, “Fire” never dwells long 
enough on one character to be effective. Just 
when youre about to get interested, the writ- 
ers jump to something else. 

The premiere has a nice action sequence 
when our heroes try to escape a fire raging in 
a multi-story building, but nothing is likely 
to get viewers hooked. They might find it 
worthwhile to stick around, however; the 
next two episodes kick off an intriguing story 
about Casey’s run-in with a dirty cop, and 
a touching rescue effort involving Jeffrey 
DeMunn from “The Walking Dead” is par- 
ticularly effective in showing us more about 
Kelly’s psyche. 

I’m hoping the writers add some breathing 
room to these scenes and let us get to know 
the characters properly. Maybe then “Chi- 
cago Fire” will light a spark with viewers.

That line made 
me fall in love with 
Rayna Jaymes and 
“Nashville,” the 
country-tinged ABC 
soap opry the char- 
acter rules. How long Rayna’s rule will last is 
at the heart of the series, the best of this fall’s 
new shows. 

Rayna (Connie Britton) is country’s 
reigning queen, but her hit-making days are 
going the way of her traditional brand of 
country music. Her latest record’s not selling 
and her tour is flopping, so her label wants 
to make Rayna the opening act for Juliette 
Barnes (Hayden Panetierre), a bitchy young 
crossover artist who is a walking billboard for 
auto-tune and push-up bras. 

Juliette has a tragic backstory waiting to 
become a ballad, but she wants to forget the 
past and put a stiletto into Rayna’s backside 
to get to the top. “My mama... said she’d 
listen to you while I was still in her belly!” she 
tells Rayna. Juliette’s already sleeping with—I 
mean working with— Rayna’s producer and 
has an eye on her band manager, Deacon 
Clayborne (Charles Esten). 

After Rayna tells off her label— the 
quote above sums up her attitude about 
the combined tour—she knows she needs a 
plan to survive. But her floundering career 
isn’t her only problem. Rayna’s family gets 
in on the act, too. Her father, local business- 
man and kingmaker Lamar Wyatt (Powers 
Boothe), woos her easily manipulated hubby, 
Teddy Conrad (Eric Close), into running for 
Nashville mayor. Rayna throws a fit because

she knows her scheming father isn’t one to 
do anything without expecting payback, 
and she prides herself on being a self-made 
woman. She won't even dip into her trust 
fund because she doesn’t want to be under 
daddy’s thumb. 

Additional story lines involve Gunnar 
Scott (Sam Palladio), an aspiring musician 
who works as a DJ at the famous Bluebird 
Cafe; Deacon’s niece Scarlett (Clare Bowen), 
the waitress whose poetry Gunnar thinks 
would make great song lyrics; and bad-boy 
musician Avery Barkley Jonathan Jackson), 
whom Scarlett is dating. Veteran singer-song- 
writer JD Souther has a wonderful support- 
ing role as legendary producer Watty White, 
an old friend and mentor to Rayna. 

Show creator Callie Khouri, the Oscar- 
winning writer of “Thelma & Louise,” deftly 
weaves these story threads together and 
grounds the show in a captivating reality. 

She has created rich histories for each of 
her compelling characters. The actors give 
nuanced performances that make their char- 
acters more than one-dimensional cliches. 

You don’t have to love country to enjoy 
“Nashville,” but it’s note that Khouri enlists 
her own husband, legendary musician T Bone 
Burnett, as her executive music producer. 
And cast members sing all the songs fans will 
eagerly search for on iTunes. 

Besides, “Nashville” is just as irresistible as 
Rayna. “I’m not ready to hang up my rhine- 
stones just yet,” she declares defiantly. I’m 
not ready for that either.
